Where were you 
in....oh, let’s say December 1957? 
I was 4 Months old.

It seems we were all using (or did Collins WISH we were) a KWS-1 KW 
transmitter and the venerable 75A4 receiver. It must be the best, Ted

finals and matching SX-101 receiver, which were a slightly cheaper 
alternative.

Put 
the KWM-1 and a Master Mobile antenna in 
the Chevy. 

Many ads had the picture of the proprietor 
in them.

(Richard Cotton, W8DX died on July 
29, 1995. He was ninety years old and 
had retired from the FCC in 1971.
